used all tlicir endeavors to bring about this resnlt,

London, Oct. 8, 1873. 
Sir Edwin Landseer, Royal Academician, prob­ 
ably the g reatest anim al pain ter th a t the world 
ever prodnecd (fOr, though Paul P otter and Cuyp 
may be said to have equalled him In their delinea­ 
tions of cattle, and Snyder In his rendering of wild 
beasts, there were m any pliases of anim al life In 
which Landseer was by far their superior), died 
this m orning, at his residence, No. 1 St. Jo h n ’s 
Wood road. 
Had his death occurred some three 
years ago a v a s t am ount of surprise and grief 
would have been exhibited; for, although then ap­ 
proaching the num ber of years allotted to m an by 
tne PsaltnlMt. tbe g re at artist was In the zenith of 
his power, and hla right hand seemed to have lost 
none of the cunning which had won him so mnch 
glory In form er days. Bnt about th at time a dire 
affliction fell upon him —the affliction which haa 
befallen so m any g reat men who have worked too 
hard or lived too freely—a soltenlng of the brain, a 
loss of reason. 


Not tb at Landseer over worked too hard or ex ­ 
ceeded la any way. 
Though during his career he 
produced an enorm ous num ber of pictures, he re­ 
m em bered the wholeaomeness of the U oratlan say­ 
ing, "Seque sem per arcum tenau Apollo," and 
was In the habit of spending liis antum n liolldays 
in the Highlands, where, being a keen sportsm an 
as well as an adm irable talker, he was a wclcume 
guest in the best lamilies. The blow took effect 
gradually. 
His m anner was noticed by b u friends 
to have become odd; he was restless and could 
not bear the thought of rem aining any length of 
time lu one place. 
He would suddenly come to his 
excellent and attached friend, Mr. T. U. Hills, and 
Insist upon their settin g off a t once for Brighton, 
for Hastings, anyw here fer a change. 
Then he 
grew irritable, morbid, morose, and, when there 
was no help 
for It, he was relegated to the 
care of a keeper and kept In seclusion In his own 
house. There la som ething inexpressibly touching 
in

genius bad m ade him tbe darling of society 
and

works have been the delight of a t least two gener­ 
ations of the inhabitants oftho globe—you iiavo 
them by hundreds of thousands m Am erica and I 
bave never yet entered a continental city of any 
size w ithout seeing a Landseer p rin t in some shop 
w indow or on some luii wall—that this m an should 
be w earing out the rem ainder 
his life solitary and 
insane. A learlul plight, ludeedl 
Well m ight old 
Sam uel Johnson put up his m ighty prayer to God 
th at the doom 01 m adness m ight never fall U!>un 
him I 
In Landseer’s case there was som esllgiit 
m itigation of the dread sentence. For the lasi lew 
m ouths of hlB 1110 he was 80 far recovered as to be 
able to understand w h a f was passing around him 
and to receive visits irom one or two intim ate 
friends. Hut It was obvious th at anytlilug like 
m ental power was gone for ever. 
Dr. T ute, the 
celebrated physician In cases of lunacy, was In al­ 
m ost dally attendance, and the eveut which took 
place this m orning may be looked npou as a com­ 
plete realization ol the common phrase, "a happy 
release.” 
1 do not propose to give 
you 
a catalogao 
ra iso n n i of his works, nor to enlarge upon such 
bold facts in nls life as can be louud lu any bio­ 
graphical dictionary. 
1 would preier touching 
lightly on the wonders of his art, and, having had 
the pleasure of bU acqualnunce, giving my p er­ 
sonal recollection of him. 
Perhaps the m ost 
noticeable thing abont hla art. g reater even than its 
fidelity to n ature, was its 
beauty. 
There is 
scarcely one of tus conceptions which is not im­ 
bued With the highest spirit ol p o ctrr, aud the sen­ 
tim ent which be throw s into bis represeniatiuus 
of dum b creatures is wonderral. There Is no book, 
tiiere la no poem in which tbe real spirit of deep, 
dom estic pathos is more beautifully portrayed 
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than In tho “Hlgtiiand shepherd’s Chief M ournei. 
and Its com panion picture, the “ Collie Dog on tbe 
Grave.” W hat wild, distracted grandeur u there in 
“ W ar,” w ith the dying chargor, the dead dragoon, 
the distant smoke-enshronded carnage, and what 
a contrast it presents to “ Peace,” w ith its suLumer 
day on the m argin ol tbe cliffs, the chlldrea 
playing 
about 
and 
tbe 
harm less 
sheep 
nibbling the grass close 
by the dism ounted 
cannon, across the m outh of which (mark the pre- 
Rapliaelite touch!) 
stretches 
a 
spider’s web. 
Grandeur, too, of another kind Is to be lound in the 
“ Monarch of the Glen,” where the “SU g 01 Ten” 
nprears his lofty head 
and proudly snllTB the 
m ountain air. 
In tho “Challenge,” the “Com­ 
bat” and th e 
“Sanctuary” the landscapes are 
scarcely less rem arkable than the animals. 
With 
tho pecuUarities. the Ughts and shades, the deep, 
rich colors of a Ulffhlaud landscape Landseer was 
thoroughly lam illar. 
I have m entioned nis visits 
to Balmoral, but years before Balmoral was built 
the groat p alu ter was a regular pilgrim to the 
Highlands on deer-s'alking expeditions, and a t 
Mar Lodge, tlie shooting box of the Earl ol File, In 
Aberdeenshire, and the highest inhabited gentle­ 
m an's house in B ritain, are preserved, nut merely 
sketches which he presented to his host, but heads 
Of the deer which lie shot. He was also a frequent 
visitor a t Dunrobln Castle, both during the times 
of the late and the present Dnke of Sutherland. 
In the earlier p art of the Queen’s reign L andseer’s 
pencil was constantly engaged In lier service — 
sketches of herself and Prince Albert, of her horses 
aud dogs were made in rapid succession; Indeed, it 
was thought th at the artist was beginning to lose 
som ew hat of his Independence, and he incurred a 
considerable am ount of ridicule by the lutroduc- 
tion of a p o rtrait of Prince A lbert's hat, gloves 
and cane In one of his pictures. It is a great mis­ 
take to im agine th at he was only snccessiul in his 
representation of anim als; he bad a keen eye tor 
beauty and a facile hand In reproducing it, as wit­ 
ness the female head in the “ Lady and tbe 
.spaniel” and Titania m the “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,*’ the loving languor ol which has hardly 
ever been surpassed. This picture contains exam ­ 
ples of all his best work. Note tbe superb tex tu re 
and massive rendering of the ass’ head, the white 
rabbits, with their fluffy fur, In which yon could 
bury your hand, and their lum inous pink eyes and 
the quaint, weird efiect of the little pixies and 
goblins. 
He painted bnt few portralU , but tbelr 
m erit was about the average, o n e of himself, 
wUh a dog looking over each sh o u ld er-a picture 
which he presented to the Prince of Wales—is 
good, but a lltu e flattered; one ol bis lather, ex ­ 
hibited some fifteen years ago. was a really g reat 
work. 
In connection with Landseer's p o rtrait 
painting 
one 
Is 
reminded 
of 
a 
pieasaut 
anecdote of Sydney Smith. The celebrated wit 
had been frequently requested by Lady Holland to 
sit for Ills p o rtrait to Landseer, b at only knowing 
the artist as an aplm al painter he had Invanaidy 
declined. At length, wlien personally pressed by 
his fair friend, he exclaim ed. In the language of 
Scripture, “ Is thy servant a dog th at he should do 
this tliingf” 
A more conscientious worker was never found. 
W hen only five years old bo was sent by tus father 
into the suburbs to study donkeys, sheep and 
goats from the life, and he continued tbe practice 
til his last painting day. 
In tbe paddock at­ 
tached to his bouse were rrcquetiily to be lound 
r.amas, deer, Burmese cows aud other live stock 
which he m ight i)e p.'ilntlng from at the tim e; and 
there was no more constant visitor to the Zoo­ 
logical Gardens, to which he had admlssloB at all 
tim es when other people were excluded, and where 
be was ihorouglily well known bv all the keepers, 
and I verily believe by many of tbe anim als, 
liis 
Btudies of the Uons which adorn the pedestals of 
the Nelson siatne in Trafalgar square were m ale 
hero and were afterw ards carried out by him In 
tho studio of bis friend, the em inent sculptor, 
Baron M arochertl. 
There is no good portrait of sir Edwin Landseer 
ex tan t. Hla own attem pt was, as 1 have said 
herore, som ewhat flattered, and 1 never recollect 
having m et with one of hl.< photograpne in an 
album or a shop window. Curiously enough, Mr. 
Telbin, the Puruih artist, whose likenesses are gen­ 
erally excellent, lallcd In »lr Kdwm. Uls cartoon, 
representing Nelson descended from bis column 
and cungratnlating Landseer on the com pletion of 
the llune—a picture which Landseer declared to a 
friend was the greatest com plim ent be bad ever 
received In Ills life—failed to do Justice to the great 
academ ician. 
He was a short, slight m an, with a 
plain, round face, deep set, twinkling eyes, gray 
hair and gray m ustache; a face by no m eans ex ­ 
pressive o f the power that was In the man, but 
rath er qnalnily humorous, som ewhat resem bling 
the p o rtraits of Thomas Moore. 
And HO “ Sammy," as his intim ates delighted to 
call him, IS at rest forever I As agreeable In society 
as lie was he lived happily the greater portion of 
hla life, and haa lett bcht.'id him works which WIU 
carry his fame to luturo anes.

Tbe district Is made up of 
Lewis and Jefferson counties, both strongly repub­ 
lican, and both, os far as the general run of the 
majority of the voters are concerned, have been 
accustomed for years to look upon tbe democratic 
party as a sort of monster which every good citi­ 
zen who has any hope of salvation In the world to 
come should avoid contact with as he would the 
company of Mr. Beelzebub himself. 
Dowever, the 
repugnance to the monster is not by any means 
os strong now as It was in 1850. when Jefferson 
county, becoming suddenly converted to the new 
fkltb, as preached by the woolly-horse apostles, 
abandoned the democracy and gave, as an evi­ 
dence of tbelr sincerity, 5,000 republican majority 
for General Fremont, ünder the clrcnmstances 
the county has not been since that fatal day a 
very fertile field for ambitious democratic candi­ 
dates to thrive In comfortably, although tbe demo­ 
cratic voters IQ Lewis and Jefferson have never 
been known to flag in their annual work for the 
ticket of "the nnterrlfled,” though always certain 
of defeat beforehand.

It wiU be perceived that he ran behind 314 votes 
and bad a majority over bis democratic opponent 
ol 1,771. The main question In tbe contest is, can 
tbls majonty be cut down, and ii It can be qut 
down by the votes of anti-Winslow republicans 
alone, will It be possible that a sufficient number 
of democrats will relUse to vote for a republican to 
more than counterbalance Winslow’s loss of re­ 
publican support? The question is certainly a 
puzzle; but, judging ITom present indications, I 
think Mr. Winslow will not be deleated.

Whether It was intended os such does not 
alter the fact. However, In hU acceptance of the 
nomination, Mr. Winslow came op to tbe scratch 
smiling and declared himself an ardent friend of 
cheap transportation. Alter all, there Is nothing 
like making a politician go down on his marrow 
bones before election time and pledge himself to do 
as his friends want him to, even if the pledge Is 
broken after the election Is over. Mr. Winslow has 
drained to the dregs tbe bitter cnp the Convention 
presented to his Ups In the resolutions, and it may 
be, after ail, that this will satisfy ail claims among 
the ‘Tegnlars” and be a sure guarantee of hla 
success lor another term of office.

He prefers 
to select his company—and the democratic party 
in Massachusetts Is select enough in all conscience 
so far as numbers are concerned.

23.] 
Yesterday afternoon there came In on the Kan­ 
sas Pacific train two Engllsn gentlemen ftom New 
York, who have been out on the frontier looking 
up the paruculars In relation to the murder, In 
New Mexico, of P. F. Woraloy Bennlson, a native of 
London, England, 
It seems the deceased was a 
yonng man of very respectable and wealthy con­ 
nections, who had travelled over the world a great 
deal for plcasntc, and on tbe present occasion 
visited New Mexico for the same purpose. It was 
his Intention to go Irom there to sonthcrn Texas, 
and from 
thence 
to his home In England. 
After having 
tarried 
tn 
Albuquerque 
about 
two montbs, at tbe resldeuce of Mr. Edward 
Branford, awaiting some snpplies from London, he 
left on foot for El Paso, on tho 20th nit., Uklng 
with him some *300 In greenbacks, and some 
checks, wbloh he bad received from bis homo, also 
a slx-shooUng rule that was loaned to him by Mr. 
Branford. 
Ho arrived at Helen on the 23d, and 
tne same night was bmtally murdered In a house 
between that town and a village called Pueblito. 
The event became known through some herd boys, 
who, while taking tbelr cattle to pnatnrc, noticed 
vallares flying around a spot close to bluffs that 
border the river valley. On approaching the spot 
they discovered the body of the deceased la a 
putrid condition, half burled in tho sand, and witli 
the skull open on the loft side, apparently done 
with an axe. 
t8liortly after the sudden disappearance of tbe 
young man.one of the murderera was seen with 
the rifle, and, when asked whera he got It, replied 
evasively that he bought it from a stranger who 
passed that way. Uls reply excited suspicion, and 
an examluatlon of bis house was instituted, which 
resulted In the discovery of blood marks. The 
owner of the house and bis wife, also bis brother- 
in-law and wife, who were supposed to be accom­ 
plices, were arrested by the Sheriff, and wnlle the 
latter was removing the women to a place ol con­ 
finement he loft tholr husbands In charge of a con­ 
stable, from whose custody they escaped the same 
night, and up to tbe preaent have not been beard of.

Ab­ 
sent citizens are notified dally by tbe press not to 
retnrn nntU an official statement anaonnoes tbe 
entire sappresslon of the death dealing disease. 
In the epidemic of 1865, which was not anything 
like this one in severity, Mr. J. 0. Davenport died as 
late as the 2d day of December, and in 1867, when 
Memphis was also much more lightly afflicted than 
now, Mr. 0. 0. Maione died of fever on the 27th of 
November, although It had 
been officially an­ 
nounced on the 8th .01 that month that the 
pestilence bad departed. Commenting on these 
facts, the Appeal asks all absent citizens to note 
them and be governed accordingly In their pre. 
paratlona to return to the city. 


f b e v e n t i v b h b a s u b e s t o d e t a k e n . 
Efforts will be made by the municipal authori­ 
ties, under instructions from the Board of Health, 
to thoroughly eradicate all germs of the pestilence 
by burning or removing everything favorable to 
tne birth and growth of the disease. It Is not the 
time now to speculate as to the origin ol the epi­ 
demic; "doctora differ” on this as on many other 
topics; but, as it Is well known that tbe pestilence 
broke ont in tbe dirty hole known as Happy Hol­ 
low, and raged most fiercely there and elsewhere 
where filth abounded. It Is very plain that the first 
attack must be made on uncleanllness. One of the 
first steps to be taken by tbe authorities os soon as 
tbe city regains Its normal condition will be 
to consider 
and adopt tbe best method 
of 
drainage and sewerage. When tDls Is done, and 
other sanitary pretantlons are taken, more will 
have been accomplished for the health of Memphis 
than anything else that oan be suggested. Let the 
old saying, "Prevention la better than cure,” be 
heeded, and It will soon be demonstrated tbat 
cleanliness—in tbe presence of calamities of this 
nature at least—is better, far better, than physic.

To THE E ditor of t h i H ebald:— 
May I trust that as we have not as yet seen tha 
end of the epidemic—yellow fover—tbat so sorelg. 
afflicts Memphis and the other cities m that seo- 
tlon of the countr*^ p a vri)! ^opcode a bid» I 


snare ol space for á few words on the subjcou My 
desire la to call the attention of the pnbUo to tha 
m atter—in fact, to carry the m atter of treatm eat 
outside of the medical-profession. As a first step 1 
give yon an outline of my Ideas on contagion, in­ 
fection, prevention and cure of diseases 
To contagion—viz., disease incurred either by 
contact or Inoculation—belong all those fevers and 
local affeotlons of pnrely animal origin. 
Thosa 
fainillar to us are typhus, soarlattna, measlcsL 
Whooping-cough, smallpox, dysentery, erysipelas 
Itch, Ac. Tho above class of dlseass never urlgta. 
atea ftom malaria or vegetable decora post tlon, 
and arc preventable by avoiding an Immediate oon> 
tact—say three or lour feet distant—thorough ven­ 
tilation, clesnlioess, disiniectants—thoee wblun 
illnengage óxjgen and absorb carbonic acld-and 
prophylaxis (vaccination) and are best treated by 
Rtiiuiilanis, both medlctual aud dietary paraslta- 
cldes. 
To infection-viz., dlseaseTofa purely vogetabta 
origin, either in active growth or decomposition, 
the poison being Imperceptible In all cases of fever 
or epidemic—liclonf typhoid lover, cholera, agua, 
and yellow fover. In this class of disease clcanh- 
ucMS li necessary, but no amount of vontllstlon 
can prevent or cure ¡and lu typhoid, onolera and 
yeUow fever those disinfectants which duengaga 
oxygen do absolute aud evident Injury. 
The instter to which 1 wish to call immediate at­ 
tention Is that in the prevention and treatm ent of 
yellow fever tho use of carbonic (not carbolic) 
acid presenta the best remedy.

celebrated 
yesterday in the “old John street» 
M ethodist 
Episcopal church, which Is the cradle of the denom ­ 
ination. Every y ear this aucienl ediilce Is visited 
by old M ethodists, m any of whose ancestors wor­ 
shipped in the first church built in America, and 
the anniversary la looked forw ard to w ith peculiar 
Interest. The services w ere com m enced a t nine 
o’clock, when an old fashioned M ethodist “love 
least,” which is a m eeting for th e narratio n of 
Christian experience, was held, presided over by 
Bev. J. B. Merwln. 
This was followed by a serm on 
from the Rev. Dr. Chapm an, of St. John’s church, 
Brooklyn, one of the m ost eloquent orators of the 
M ethodist persuasion. 
A large num ber ol dis­ 
tinguished clergym en were present, am ong whom 
w ere the venerable Bishop Janes, Dra. Eddy, True, 
H oldlch and others. 
After the Introductory de- 
fo tlo n al exercises w ere perform ed Rev. Dr. Chap­ 
m an proceeded to deliver a discourse based upon 
the nineteenth verse of tbe first chapter of the 
Second Epistle ol P eter—“ We have also a m ore 
•are word of prophecy; w hcreunto ye do well th at 
ye take heed, as unto a light th at shineth in a dark 
place, until tbe day daw n and the day s ta r arise in 
your hearts.” 
A lter a brief introduction the 
preacher said th at the Bible afforded a b etter

It w as this desire th a t led 
m ultitudes Into the folly ol bplriiuallsm . Men were 
ao im pressed w ith w hat appealed to their senses 
that they were ap t to Imagine th at th eir testim ony 
was essential to certainty, but such an idea 
was founded upon a false conception of tbe n atm e 
of sensuous evidence. Our senses have deceived 
OS again and ag a in ; b u t the highest certainty was 
gronuded upon tbe testim ony of consciousness.

plenlpotenUury from tne court of heaven. 
The 
proposition which the Doctor proceeded to evolve 
w as the snperlorlty of the prophetic word over 
M y phenom enal m anifestation as a ground ol faith 
in Christ, in C hristianity and m the Invisible realt- 
Ues of the spiritual world. The “light shining In 
% dark place” was defined to be a candle, whoso 
rays wore circum scribed and often shadowy. The 
Bible, while revealing all th at was necessary to 
know—tbe fact of the existence of God, of the death 
of Christ and hU d eparture to heaven to prepare a 
place for His people—on the other hand, did not 
answ er m any cuiious questions. 
It was in the 
Ugbt of the prophetic word that the transU gnratlon

E cstatic revelations were uccaslonaUy enjoyed by 
C hrist’s followers, but they were not the best 
evidence of the reallry of fliristtan experience or 
th e genuineness of the Gospel.

If in hum an sciences 
It is indispensable to have clear ideas and well 
settled principles to serve as a solid foundation of 
our speculations, is not this stiu m o re im portant 
when we propose to trea t of the m ost im p o ru u t ol all 
questions r In presence of the g reat affair of salva­ 
tion, all m ust be m ade clear and distinct. There­ 
fore the first care of the preacher should be to 
scatter the clouds which gath er round our faith, 
and lu which the devil holds us enveloped, because 
he knows how m uch confusion and darkness aid 
bis pernicious designs. But In nothing is such 
confusion m ore fatal, and thereiOTo m ore neces­ 
sary to bo dispelled, than lu regard to 
THE HOLY COMMUNION. 
Wnat, then. Is the communion, and what does ho 
do Who com m nnes ? He eats of the bread oi which 
Jesns said th at it His body, and drinks of th at 
wine which Is Uls blood. He announces the death 
of the Lord—th at Is to say, he prolesses to believe 
th a t Jesus Christ died for sinners, and he declares 
himself a p artak er In th at death. He communes 
in rem em brance of the Lord. The holy supper la 
nut, 
therelore, 
as 
some 
hold, 
a 
m eans 
of obtaining 
salvation. 
Jesus 
did n o t say, 
“Do tills, 
th at my body 
may 
be 
broken 
and my blood may be shed for y o u b u t , he said, 
“My body has been broken,” 4c. 
“ You, therefore, 
ray disciples, do this lu rem em brance of Me, your 
Saviour.” 
When lu m emory ot the passage of the 
Jordan Joshua caused a m onum ent to be reared, 
composed of 
tw elve stoues, according to the 
tw elve tribes of Israel, the m onum ental pile was 
no t a m eans of obtaining deliverauco from God, 
b ut a com m em oratlou of the deliverance already 
obtained. It is the same with the communion. It 
Is not a m eans of obtaining the pardon of our sins, 
but a 
COMMEMORATION OP THE SALVATION 
hlch we have already received. We partak e of 
It, n o t th at we m ay be thereby Justified before 
God. but to declare th a t we are actually Justified 
by the blood of Jcaiis Cbiist. And since you uow 
understand w hat the communion Is, you are also 
able to say wbo those are lor whom It is designed. 
I lls for those who believe, those who are saved. AH 
o th er persons are, in the act ot communing, In con­ 
tradiction w ith them selves. They say one thing In 
words and another by thetr actions. For every 
com m unicant does, by the very act of communing, 
m ake this confession before God and before men :— 
“ 1 am a sinner, b u t Jesus Christ has reconciled mo 
to God by His blood; and this reconciliation la 
due, not to myself, b u t to Uls pcrace. 1 am born 
ag a in : my sins are forgiven: I am washed by the 
Holy Spirit, and 1 eat this bread and drink this 
wine in testim ony ol the grace which has obtained 
these blessings lor m e.” 
But It will be said :—Who Is saved f Who can at 
tain to a firm and unshaken assurance th at he 
has been redeem ed f and who, consequeutly, may 
ven tu re to approach the commnniun table I Who f 
You yourseli, who ask the question, my poor coin- 
pauion. In m isery and lu sin. Here the preacher 
cited various passages irom the eighth chapter of 
th e Romans to show how 
SURE AND CERTAIN 
Is the salvation which God has provided In the 
Gospel, and then coutinued:—Mv brother, how can 
there bo any uncertainty about your salvation? 
Come, follow me to the foot of th at cross on which 
your salvation was accomplished. 
Perhaps tbe 
spectacle th at you will there behold will give you 
th a t assurance of salvation th at you seek. Then, 
draw ing a vivid picture of the suflrerlngs of Clirtst 
in m aking expiation lor the sins of the world, he 
ad d e d :—’Who uow shall lay anything to the charge 
of God’s elect? It Is Goa th at Jnsilfleth. 
Wbo is be 
th a t condetnneth? 
It Is C hrist th at died—yea, 
rather, m at is risen again. In proof of the accept- 
ance of his sacrifice. Christ would still sleep to- 
day lu the tom b u he had not paid your debt even 
to the last mite.

The Madison Avenue Reformed church, on the 
corner of fifty-seventh street, w as weU filled by a 
fashionable congregation yesterday m orning, as 
the pastor. Rev. D. U. Ganse, had announced for 
the subject of bis discourse, “The Practical Side of 
the Evangelical Conference.” The reverend gen­ 
tlem an was assisted in the services by the ven- 
erable Dr. Prime. 
Mr. Ganse com m enced bl« serm on by statin g th a t 
he did not intend to preach on any p articular text, 
but he would m ention the I. Corluthlans, xvl., 
l7 -2 0 .-“ I am glad of the com ing of Stephanas and 
F ortunatas and Acliatcus: for th a t which was lack­ 
ing on your part, they have supplied,” Ac. 
The pastor then drew attention to the fact th at 
St. Paul was a t Ephesus at the tim e of w riting the 
w ords be quoted, and he h ^ gone th ith er lu order 
to comingle with íiís’ as'soclales engaged I n ’ the 
work of their Great M aster. This was the first re­ 
ligious conclave on record. 
We have lately had a 
conference in this city of m inisters of God’s 
word 
from all 
parts of 
lUo world, and It 
had boen of such an exciting and in terest­ 
ing 
nature 
th a t 
he 
proposed 
to 
discuss 
w hether the good done had been com m ensurate 
with the cost. The difflcuUles connected with the 
work of gathering together so m any clergym en of 
different denom liiations irom far off foreign lauds 
w ere m aullóla, and the dlfflcnlty of keeping them 
all clear of sectarian topioa was a g reat one. 
Learned professors came from afar, breaxtng away 
from the routine of their duties and sacrlUclDg 
theU- personal convenience to atten d the Conier- 
ence, their only recom pense being the view they 
got of this W estern World and an Insight Into 
American Institutions. The am ount ol labor In- 
currcd by all had been very g reat and the expense 
involved by many was by no m eans Inconsiderable; 
and in addition to the work of these m inisters the 
press was deserving ol the highest praUe and 
thanks for the liberal labor It Tiad expended m 
bringing the results of the Conference to the 
knowledge ol those who wero not able to attend. 
These results were many. First there was the 
RRI.IQIOUS s n j o t m r n t ;

There was also the amicability which had been 
esubllshod by personal intim acy lietween clergy­ 
m en ol different oountrtes and creeds to bo coi 
Hidercd, and

tancc, because It created a religious sympathy l>e- 
tw ecn the Eastern and W estern worlds.

There 
has been lately a good deal said and w ritten about 
the grow th of iinbellof; but the Conference showed 
that but very lltile of this evil really existed. The 
leaders of this m ovem ent keep them selves always 
before the public to servo their own puri’oses, but 
they have no fodowera. Bound the trum pet and 
raUy the ranks of 
THE CHRtSTIAN ARMY, 
and a response will come irom every fireside In 
the country; there will be no conscripts, b iitallljce 
volunteers in tbe Gospel’s cause. Another g»od 
done by tbe Coufereuce was the cncooragenaent 
given to flio m inistry of o ther lands by the ad­ 
vanced state of Christianity they found here and 
the Im pressions gained of the strength and unity 
of American faith. Finally, the success oi the Con­ 
ference proved th at religious men poesessed able

In Madison avenue, cor­ 
ner of Fifty-third street, yesterday m orning took 
hia te x t from the Prophecy of Esalas, xllL, 12— 
“I will make a m an more precious than fine gold.” 
They were accustom ed to say, he began, th at all 
the nations resem bled each o th er very m uch, and 
th at their various productions were all necessary 
to produce even a com fortable m eal. They were 
also accustom ed to say th a t all the professions 
and trades were necessary to each other. This 
w onder was exemplified In a g reat many m odern 
works th at m ight 
bo m entioned. 
There was 
scarcely an a rt which was w ithout its pecuUar aid 
in the m aking of tbe sim plest garm ent which they 
wore. Tills rule was also tru e In regard to the 
moral and spiritual world. They could see men 
whoso character could bo traced back to the 
m oral influences of generations and generations 
of the past. 
Take, for lustauco, the cultivated 
New Englander—how the 
INFLUENCES OF THE FIRST PURITANS 
were m anliest lu him I Mea were brought out by 
the characteristics ol their predecessors. 
After all the talk th at had been heard on this 
snbject, m an was still the m ost royal thing on this 
earth. 
The lion’s strength yielded to Sam son’s 
strength as he tore usnuder the Jaws of the beast. 
A man, toko him day by day, was able to travel 
farther than a horse could. Take his sinewy frame, 
his delicate mould ol intellect, his fineness of nerve, 
and was bo not the m ost royal creation this earth 
could boast of? No one knew bow m uch force and 
undeveloped skill was in every hum an being. He 
(tbe preacher) saw five little children wbo m ulti­ 
plied figures in a m ust m arvellous m anuer; they 
certainly surpassed many grow n-up people. 
By 
great exigencies some men were brought to ex­ 
hibit a power and a manhood which no one Lad 
ever expected to see m them before. 
Man was boru one of the very feeblest creatures. 
One-hall oi all boru hum an beings died before they 
reached m aturity. Uue of the astonishlug tblugs 
which Ills profession revealed to him was th at 
th ere was no end of destruction and Increase to 
the hum an race lu point of the varieties of sick­ 
ness and pain. Some new epidemic was springing 
up co u stau tly ; some now illness, some new com- 
plaint.

W hich m ight shake the throne of a munurco, pro­ 
duce a fluanctal panic or cause a war fretweeu na­ 
tions and m ake fields of battle overilow with 
blood. History worked by crises, and sometimes 
there was naturally a panic in men and a lack of 
good men. This panic m ight be brought about by 
sudden great exigeucies rcqnliTiig the actions of 
great and good m en. 8omo of tne beat hves Franco 
ever knew were extinguished lu the m assacre of 
St. Bartholomew. Memories of sueti m en were 
called to miiid when we looked a t the Place do la 
Concorde. Bometlmes there w ere commou weap­ 
ons th at worked quite as terribly as the guillo- 
tlu e-sc o rn , contem pt, sarcasm , hatred, vitupera­ 
tion. 
The Lord brought som etim es snddon exigencies 
upon His peuple In order to rouse thoir energies 
and to make ti ue m eu and women of th em ; and 
there never was a crisis la history when a true 
m an was so valuable as a t tbis tim e. It seemed as 
if m aterialism were really swaying all m en. If they 
w ere to give them their opinions of ihelr lellow 
m en In the street in which they did business to­ 
gether, they would s-iy th at this one was mean, 
th at one close, the third vicious, the fourth blas- 
phomous, the flftii course, Ac. M aterialism 
HAD UAMPEKBD THE HUMAN RACE 
In Its proper grow th and developm ent, so th at they 
could count on their fingers th e meu who, they 
would all adm it, were tru e Chrlst-like men. Ue 
took their own testim ony in thU respect, and he 
knew th at It was trustw orthy. lie knew th at It 
was m ost hm iuliatlug to say rb at m ankind was 
Illy dried up by m aterialism . God had laid 
;hem trem endous exigencies Just at this 
ime. Was there ever a tim e when the voice of 
itlclsm was so blatant? Was there ever a Umo 
there wero so m any lectures by Infidels? 
Was there ever a tim e when tbe press seemed so 
nntversHlly on the side of auti-Chrlst? Had they 
tim e, therelore, to have any w ranglings among 
them selves? 
It was high tim e tor m en to ttilnk of these ques­ 
tions. W ealth, value uow w ent for nothing. A 
mau wbo supposed him self to lie wealthy m ight be 
a beggar In three days. Men who were In the 
Church of Christ w ere poverty-stricken a t this 
lod. God, at this very m oineut, had given them 
...Je r fields or usem incss and opened to them ail 
the heathen countries of the world. If they only 
had money, ii they only had w hat they had had 
beiore, w hat an immouse deal of good they might 
do I W hat was w anted was a m an. There was 
once upon this earth 
AN ABSOLUTELY PERFECT MAN. 
W hat they w anted was a m au like C hrist; a man 
bold and bravo to challenge evil where he 
found It; a m an of a cheerful sp irit: a mau of a 
faith, cheerful, strong. Invincible. There was no 
ise in saying all m en wero dishonest and ah me^ 
were liars. Then it was necessary to have gener­ 
ous nied. Til® num ber of men who gave for the 
Church of CBrlst has so dim inished th at it was 
necessary now to give more aud m ore and be more 
and m ore gtnerous. 
His advice to the congregation w a s :-L e t them 
take the u n te rn of faith and go about to look for 
men. Let them look into tueir own hearts. Any 
one might be tbe m an, If he was only brave 
enough to fling hluiself Into the breach. Perhaps 
he infght be the m an upon whom history hinged. 
They m ust not bandy words with each other. I.«t 
every wife as she kneeled to-iilght pray God with 
all her heart, ‘H)h. make the father of my children 
the m an more precious than fine gold.” Then will 
Christ’s kingdom come, and the King bo seen 
am ong His people.

They come to 
Him acknowledging the debts due by praying for 
forgiveness. If we are only sincere in our suppli­ 
cations for mercy. God Is moved to pardon. 
Not 
only have we In the Gospel the distinctive and dis­ 
tinguishing m ark of the pow er of Christ, Uls 
mercy and love, but we have also the precep t of 
being bound to lorgtve our neighbors who may 
offend or Injure us. God’s clemency Is stretched 
over all sinners, and this should give us stren g th 
and courage. Ue told Hla apostles to follow Uls 
teachings, which Inculcate the duty of bearing no 
m alice or ill will tow ards one another. 
To m ake a 
stronger and greater Im pression on our m inds and 
h earts Christ lu Uls agony, outraged by those for 
whom Ue was suffering, besought on the cross Uls 
F ather to forgive them , because they were Igno­ 
ra n t 01 w hat they wore doing. 
We should be 
cheered on by the lesson contained In the Gospel 
01 the day, lor by It we are assured th at God’s 
m ercy Is always ponred out on sinners.

The King grau ts forgiveness to his servants, but 
we find one of them going out am ong his fellows 
showing no mercy or lorbearance. He dem ands 
paym ent of a small debt and gives the debtor up to 
tue torturers. Here we see th at the sinner went, 
having gone to tils God, who bonutconsly g ran ts 
hla prayer, out the sinner is not willing to g ran t 
the sm allest favor to his lellow creature. This, it 
may be said, applies to ail of us.

Accordingly a double tier of ladles and hoary- 
headed elders w ere accom m odated on tbe plat­ 
form, and torm ed an agreeable background for tho 
preacher. 
Ih the coarse of tho service the Rev. Mr. H arris 
m ade a fervent extem porary pray er th at “the 
good work now going on In Europe in the revolt Of 
the uld catholic against Rome m ight continue to 
progress, aud m ight ex ten d speediiy to the United 
states. 
He then read a passage from the Second Epistle 
of Panl to the G alatians, In which Paul puts himself 
Oh an equality w ith P eter.

Alms­ 
giving Is a universal custom common to all coun­ 
tries and peoples and in all tim es. A sentim ent of 
this so rt prevails In O riental faiths. This sp irit of 
sym pathy w ith the poor, the m iserable, the out­ 
cast—this feeling of com passion for the sufferings 
of feUow creatures—has an umseiash and ennobling 
effect. No religion has carried sym pathy so far as 
the Christian religion. 
It has been identical with 
pity and Is tbo m eans of obtaining grace. 
It is 
told by m aititndcs of legends. 
There was a rich 
man nam ed Peter, who had no leellng or sym pathy, 
no p ity ; who hated the poor aud cared lor no one. 
The m endicants used to am use them selves by try ­ 
ing to provoke him to give som ething, but w ith­ 
out success. A beggar was Im ploring P eter for 
alms one day when a baker w ent by with 
a 
basketful 
of 
bread; 
one 
loaf 
fell 
on tbe gronnd, but the m an did not notice It and 
w ent on. 
P eter picked up the loaf and pelted it 
at the beggar. That night P eter dream ed be was 
dead. On the one side w ere the evil spirits, who 
claimed him on account of his m any sins, aud on 
the other tbe goou spirits pleading hla good deeds 
when there were none to plead. 
One angol 
rem em bered tbis one good deed of P eter’s life, and 
th a t one action outweighed all the evil P eter had 
done. He awoke and becam e a good m au. Tne 
Catholics have 
TWO WAYS TO GET INTO HEAVEN. 
One to be poor aud the other to get poor. If you 
are rlc’i elve your money to the poor, and II you 
are poor g et all you can out oi the rich. 
The 
Cathoilc Church does its utm ost to g et m oney out 
of us aud to gather togetlu-r all the people i hat 
are poor. They have lustitutlous lor the aged, for 
orphans and pauper asylums, to whose sujiport 
rich meu bequeath their estates. P rotesuintltm 
believes in the lufallihíllty of the New Testam ent. 
It is a religion of thought.

KKBNEL OF TUB CATUOLIC FAFfa 
Is hard. P ro testan ts are luteliigciit. Catholics are 
sentim eutoi. The liberal laith follows tbe sam e 
exam ple and accepts the New Testam ent as a

The thing ca led for is m ore .h ea rt, 
m ore leellng, m ore beneficence. Nothing Is m ore 
evident ttiao, a<'cordtug to this law of oeaeUoence, 
poverty is increased.

We give our silver to the 
cripple, but when we tu rn the corner be recovers 
his fceu The a rt ol plundering has become so im­ 
proved th at It is now one ol the finest of arts, so 
delicate and cunning Is the lylug th at It cannot 
be seen through. Tiifs supporting tbe poor would 
drag people of w ealth, culture and refinem ent 
down to the earth. 
It Is hard enough to make 
m oney; and w hat is the use of giving It awa.v? A 
tliou-sand people were driven out of Spain and re­ 
m ained exiles for throe centuries.

Under this 
m isconstrued law of sym pathy the heaithlul men 
of society are crippled. 
Then eomes Darwin s

oucs; the strong oppress the w eak: tbe g re at 
crush the small. This is the law ol nature and the 
way of the nnlverse. W hat loilows? Uxlttence Is 
a tight, a struggle. The strong daUy incroase in 
streugth, the weak grow weaker, the high become 
more exalted and the low sink deeper. Tho strong 
m ast remove all obstacles by force and 
THR LAWS OF NO. 1 
m ost prevail. If they eanuot hold their own the 
worse for them, 
it is the im mediate inference 
from Darwin’s theory.

Mr, Beecher preached yesterday m orning to the 
usual overflowing congregation on “The Twofold 
N ature of Man.” selecting for his te x t the four­ 
teenth and fifteeotb verses of the second chapter 
of St. Paul’s first epistle to the C o r i n t h ia n s “ But 
the natural m an recelveth not the things of the 
spirit of God, for they are loollshness unto h im ; 
neither can he know them, for they are spiritually 
discerned. But he th at is spiritual Judgeth all 
things, yet he hlmseii la Judged of no m an.” 
After tho Intellectual arrogance shown In every 
age 
In 
theology, it 
u 
not 
wonderful th a t 
persons out of the Church, and out of what may be 
called the ordinary occasions of religious life, read 
w ords like these not only with distrust, but w ith 
disgust. For, if interpreted in au outw ard way, 
they have the sm ack of arrogance, and especially 
this declaration of tbe CbHstlau mau, wbo assures 
us w ith a g reat deal of authority th at he has more 
u n derstanding than a m an who is not a Christian 
m an, and to m ake tnu arrogance complete, tie 
judgea everybody but blmsclC.

Dr. Wild, of the Seventh avenae M ethodist Rpis. 
copal church, Brooklyn, delivered one of his prao- 
ical serm ons yesterday m orning, selecting his 
te x t from Numbers, xxlv,, 13:—“ If Balak would 
give me his house full of silver and gold, 1 cannot 
go beyond the com m andm ent of the Lord to do 
cither good or bad of m ine own m ind; but w h at 
the Lord salth th at will 1 speak.” 
Dr. Wild considered th at a free press and a fear, 
less pulpit wore th e offsprings of a m aturing 
berty, and In these days they w ere em phatically 
the guardians of the pnbllc weal or the abettors 
of public woes. Every Am cricau could indulge in 
commoudable pride In being heir to such freedom 
and privileges w hich ariso from these estates, and 
every loyal citlxen should feci a jealous care in 
m atntatnlug the rights of one and the purity of the 
other. Id a well m anaged and Intelligent press 
and 
an 
u nfettered 
and 
sincere 
pulpit 
we 
had n atio n al stability, governm ental prudence, 
Judicial purity, com m ercial integrity, social seou- 
rliy, educational Im m unities and Individual safety. 
M uch of the vigor of the press was wasfo<l lo 
p artisan strife, and the m ansgers, like Balaam ol 
old. w ere tem pted by goul, silver and patronage 
to m ake soft their utlcranoes and kind their 
criticism s. If one was Uohl enough to deal falriy 
and speak lionestiv he was threatened with law, 
a cowhide or pistol, aud sometimes irowned upoa 
by hiB party. Nor was the pulpit free of lem p t^ 
tions.

Those who stndj events in Europe will ob­ 
serve a political sympathy between the na­ 
tions. The tremendous war of 1870—which 
was to be the final burning out of the volcano— 
to cripple the wicked ambition of France and 
be as important in its way as the Amiagieddon 
campaign prophesied in the Scriptures, has 
left the volcano as active as ever, while 
France pulsates with a new life and an energy 
that cannot be restrained. 
Armageddon is 
still to be fonght, under conditions, we trust, 
that wiU make it a more interesting combat 
than Sadowa or Sedan. Europe seems to be 
under a conservative impulse, and conserva­ 
tive impulses come as frequenUy and with as 
much force as those revolutionary episodes 
which we have seen in every generation since 
the felling of the Bostilo. In politics we see 
what impresses us in nature. 
After the wave 
sweeps over the shore it recedes. 
We had the 
revolutionary wave of Communism, and now 
comes the conservative reaction. 
In Germany a party grows in power which 
finds Prince Bismarck too liberal, and seeks 
to intrench itself behind the conservatism of 
Von Boon. In France the Church of Rome 
is making a courageous effort to bring beck 
the times when sacrilege was punished with 
death, end a Minister of France served the 
King only the better to serve the Pope as 
Cardinal France is summoned to follow the 
oriflamme of St Lonis and Joan of Arc; 
even if necessary to cross the Alps and invade 
Rome. In Spain Don Carlos is in arms to 
bring book the crown which fostered the In- 
qxiiaition. All the strength that Carlism can 
possibly possess is the natural sympathy that 
exists between its leader and the conservative 
movement in Europe. At any other time a 
Carlist war in Spain, nnder the conditions we 
now see, would be an outrage on public 
opinion, in violation of the spirit of the age. 
and, we little donbt, would be stamped out 
by the common consent of Europe. Russia 
does 
not 
conceal 
her 
sympathy 
with 
the useless and inhuman war now being waged 
in Spain, and hints even of an alliance with 
France to punish the Germans. 
Austria 
seems to pause in her noble work of liberal­ 
izing the institutions of the Empire, and to 
inquire whether or not too much liberty can­ 
not be given to Bohemians and Magyars. The 
King of Italy does not feel that the cement 
which binds bis kingdom into one body has 
quite hardened, and, doubting even the con­ 
stancy of his own people, looks to Germany 
for encouragement. Even little kingdoms like 
Denmark are punishing internationals, and 
have so far forgotten Holstein and Schleswig 
as to give the German Crown Prince a public 
welcome. Wherever we look the wave seems 
to roll backward and backward from the 
bloody strand which marked its advance to the 
Commune. 
In a lesser degree, but with as deep an em­ 
phasis, we note in England a sympathy with 
this conservative reaction. 
Nations, like 
men, we suppose, weary of monotony and 
seek as with a natural yeoruing for change. 
So we note in England that no political sign 
is more marked than the distaste which Mr. 
Gladstone has inspired, the tendency tow­ 
ards toryism, the desire for a new set of 
men in ofiiee. England is so well established, 
governed by so many traditions and forms, 
with a constitution that has grown os slowly 
and sturdily from the seed of English free­ 
dom as the oak free from the acorn, that any 
change in her Ministry, so far as government 
policy is concerned, would be little more than 
a change of faces. As tbe London Times 
said the other day, there is not a meas­ 
ure which Mr. Gladstone has passed which 
Mr. Disraeli would seek to repeal were he 
to gain power. 
But there are measures 
which many of Mr. Gladstone’s friends urge 
upon Parliament, and which the Premier him­ 
self may be compelled to accept, that are not 
welcome to the English people. So, although 
Mr. Gladstone came into power with an over­ 
whelming majority in Parliament, already he 
has suffered one defeat 
The country, which 
supported him so warmly at the lost election. 


A Shobt Votb.—a registration twenty-five 
thousand short in ibis city and ten thousand 
short in Kings county shows pretty plainly 
that we are, throughout the State, to have a 
short vote in the coming election, snd that 
the deficiency may be that of any figure 
from one hundred and fifty to two hundred 
thousand in the popular vote of the Sfate. 
What then? The results may be somewhat 
furprising to out over confident politiciMia.

Reviving ProapeeU of tk e C nbnna. 
Our latest news from Cuba shows that the 
Cuban patriots are prosecuting the war with 
vigor and have been very sncoessfuL Even 
the Havana jonmols and government officials, 
which invariably misrepresent militery events 
and movements in order to deceive tbe world 
and to make it appear that the insurgents do 
not amount to much, have been compelled to 
admit the vigorous action and snocees of the 
Cubans. While they repeat the old story of 
comparatively smaU losses to the Spaniards 
and great losses to the insurgents in killed 
and wounded, it is admitted that bold attacks 
were made by the Cabans and severe fighting 
occurred at Chaparral and Santa Cmz del Sur, 
the latter place being a fortified one, and 
also an attack npon the town of Baivo on the 
17th inst by five hundred insurgents, under 
Maximo Gomes, thongh, it is said, they 
drew off after four hours’ fighting with a 
loss of four killed and thirty wounded. 
A 
Spanish journal of the island says that in the 
affair at Santa Cruz the insurgente had a force 
numbering, probably, a thousand cavalry and 
infentry; that tbe assault on the town was 
made simultaneously from three different 
points, and that the assaulting party carried 
and sacked the warehouse belonging to the 
arsenal taking away arms, ammimition and 
military clothing in spite of resistance by tbe 
Spanish troopa Further, it says, the enemy 
not only rifled and set fire to all within his 
reach, but also murdered the Spaniards in the 
streets; that the cavalry trotted through the 
streets firing upon every one at windows and 
doors, while the infantry marched to the 
square, and that finally ho retreated, leaving 
one-third of the town in ruins. Now, from this 
Spanish account, it is evident that tbe 
insurgents acted with military skill and 
were very snocessfiil. 
Retreating after they 
nave accomplished their object is in accord­ 
ance with the tactics of the Cabans. In this 
ease the military booty must have been worth 
a great deal to the insurgents, and they were 
wise in making it secure. But onr Havana 
correspondent throws more light on these 
events than the Spanish papers do. 
He ascer­ 
tained from a reliable source in high quarters 
that on the 26th nlL a strong Cuban force, 
under General Calixto Garcia Iñiguez, gobbled 
np a column of some four hnndxed Spaniards, 
and that when disarming tbe prisoners the 
General told them they ware at liberty to re­ 
turn within the Spanish lines or remain with 
him as soldiers of the Republic of Cuba 


begins to revolt at his leadership; and even 
were he to win a majority of the next House 
of Commons it would be so small that he 
would virtually hold his power at the mercy 
of the conservatives. 
The leader of the conservatives—for forty 
years one of tbe most interesting characters in 
the politics and literature of England—to-day 
becomes more and more interesting. Although 
he has been in place—on one occasion Prime 
Minister—he has never held power. He has sim­ 
ply held office during some temporary disgrace 
of Russell or Palmerston. 
He has never bad 
a friendly House of Commons behind him, 
and his tenure of office has been a burden and 
not an opportunity. A Chancellor of the Ex­ 
chequer or a Prime Minister who lives from 
hand to month, as it were—who is tumbled 
into power and never rises in the House with­ 
out seeing a majority before him who tolerate 
bat do not support his administration—is in a 
position to command pity more than respect. 
Mr. Disraeli evidently feels this; for when the 
House of Commons overthrew Mr. Gladstone 
last spring he declined to take office on the 
very ground that he oonld not govern the 
oonntry without a new Parliament, and he did 
not think the public welfare woold be served 
by a dissolntion. Thus we have never reaUy 
seen Mr. Disraeli in power, and we can only 
imagine what his merits would be m the rolcx 
of England. 
That opportunity seems to be coming, and 
tbe readen of the Hbbai.d wiU therefore read 
with pleasnre the sketch of Mr. Disraeli, 
published in another column, from onr Lon­ 
don correspondent. They wUl see what man­ 
ner of man he is, what work he has done, and 
what he would be apt to do. We are glad to 
remember now that Mr. Disraeli has always 
been a friend of this nation; that he has 
treated os with kindness and courtesy, and 
that he was especiaUy so during the war, 
when Mr. Gladstone wss making foolish 
speeches about Jefferson Davis founding an 
empire, and when Earl Bnssell was straining 
the law of England to make it possible for our 
commerce to be destroyed by English-built 
ships of war.

The affair at Santa Cruz, referred to above, 
occurred on the 28th ulk, two days later. 
Tbe Cubans were commanded by General 
Maximo Gomez. After the success and ob­ 
taining the large amount of booty spoken of 
the Cabana deliberately withdrew later on the 
morning of the day in which they attacked 
and sacked 
Santa Cruz. 
For years tho 
Spaniards have been reiterating that the in- 
Burrection was ou its last legs, yet it is clear 
the Cubans are more active and daring than 
ever, have more resources and operate with 
greater military ability. At the same time 
Spain is in too much trouble at home to make 
vigorous war against the insurgents; its finan­ 
cial resources are at the lowest ebb; trade is 
paralyzed to a great extent in Havana; gold is 
at a high premium and going up all the time, 
and the Spaniards of the island are becoming 
demoralized more and more. 
This, after five years of war, is the result 
Gradually, but surely, Cuba is loosening the 
bold of Spain upon her, and to all appear­ 
ances her independence cannot be prevented. 
There is scarcely a Spanish statesman who 
does not see that Cuba will become inde­ 
pendent, and some of the most prominent 
public men of Spain have admitted that 
though they only venture to speak of it as an 
event in tbe distant future. Tho fact is, none 
of the rulers of Spain, under all the changes 
of government dare take the initiative to 
solve the problem. They know Spain cannot 
hold Cuba long, yet they are wasting treasure, 
sacrificing life, carrying on a fearful system of 
bloody warfare that is a disgrace to this civil­ 
ized age, and ruining the most beautifol and 
productive island in the world, because they 
have not the courage to meet the question. 
It 
would really relieve the Spanish govommeni 
of great embarrassment and prove a blessing 
to Spain if the United States and the other 
American Republics would unite in forcing a 
solution of the difficulty. The Cuban ques­ 
tion is pre-eminently an American one, and, 
in view of the proximity of tbe island to onr 
shores and onr vast commercial interests with 
it, the govemsient at Washington ought to 
take the initiative to end the horrible war. At 
all events, it does seem that tbe Cubans are 
entitlsd to be recognized as belligerents. 
Such recognition was seriously thought of at 
Washington four years ago, and certainly tbe 
Cabans have proved that they aro more en- 
tiUed to it now than then. There is little 
doubt that if they were recognized as bellig­ 
erents the island woold become incl'epepdent 
and the war be closed within two‘years. Hn-

One hundred and seven years ago Method­ 
ism began a feeble existence in this city. It 
was ignorant and unknown as well as feeble ; 
but it had a voice, and with that voice, musical 
and sweet, it has sung its way through this 
land until it has placed iteeU at tbe head 
of every denomination in the country 
in numbers, 
influence 
and wealth. 
A 
beginning so weak and small resulting 
in a 
growth so large and strong da- 
servos to be remembered, and yesterday the 
founding of Methodism in America was com­ 
memorated in that place where of all others it 
should ever be remembered — John street 
church, the first Methodist meeting house on 
this Continent Dr. Chapman, of Brooklyn, 
preached an appropriate sermon on the occa­ 
sion. It is natural for a church as well as for 
individuals to be impressed with what appeals 
to their senses, and to imagine that their testi­ 
mony is essential to certainty.

Hence we believe in 
Christ to-day not so much because of His 
miracles as because of His life and teachings 
and their influence through centuries. The 
miracles do not float Christianity. Phenome­ 
nal manifestations 
cannot be made ex­ 
clusively a basis of faith in Christ We 
have a more sure word of prophecy whereunto 
we do well to take heed as to a light that 
shineth in a dark place. The superiority of 
the prophetic word is seen in the fact that it 
is general while all phenomenal manifesta­ 
tions axe special The triumph of Christi­ 
anity is to be the grandest miracle in the 
world’s history. It is now the mightiest force 
on the face of the globe, and the grandest in­ 
tellects God ever made are to-day sitting at tho 
feet of the despisedNazarcne. 
We may scout the idea as much as we 
please, but every decade increases the value of 
men—not merely os so much muscle and bone, 
usefol and necessary to perform a certain 
amount of labor, but of man as a moral and 
spiritual being. But the man of golden worth 
has not yet appeared, and hence Dr. Robinson 
advertises for him. He wants a man in the 
fulness of physical and spiritual stature, re­ 
sembling Christ. The Doctor regrets there 
are so few of them that they can be counted 
on one's fingers. But why are such men so 
scarce? He tells us. Materialism has tam­ 
pered with the race in its proper growth and 
development 
There never wis a time when 
so many infidel lecturers were abroad and 
when the press seemed so universally on tbe 
side of anti-Christ These things may be true; 
but there is another side to them. Infidelity 
and scepticism cannot exist where there is no 
thought And we may safely assert that God 
win not allow Hir own enemy to do all the 
thinking for this world. There are some truths 
that lie straight in the sceptic’s path as well 
os in the Christian’s, and one clay or other 
he will come to them. 
It may be when 
he least expects; it may not be so soon 
as we could wish; and, to our own thinking, 
scepticism and infidelity are doing some good 
in the world, though not in the way we could 
wish. The Doctor has paid a very high com­ 
pliment to tho power of tbe press, but it lacks 
one very essential element—namely, truth. It 
is not true to-day, and we doubt if it ever was, 
that an editorial in any paper in England or 
America could “shake the throne of a mon­ 
arch, produce a financial panic or cause a war 
between nations.” People take a very differ­ 
ent view of public teachers now, whether in 
the pulpit or in the editorial room, than they 
did fifty or a hundred years ago. And, though 
the press is yet very powerful its influence 
and power lie in another and a different direc­ 
tion.

No religion, 
be declared, has carried sympathy so far as 
the Christian religion. It is the means of 
obtaining grace. 
“The Catholics,” he re­ 
marked, “have two ways of getting into 
heaven—one to be poor and the other to get 
poor. The Catholic Church does its utmost 
to get money oat of you, and to gather 
together all the people that are poor,” for 
whom it builds institutions of every kind and 
name.

straggle. The strong oppress the weak and 
the hungry eat up tbe little ones, and thus 
give a show of reason to Darwin’s theory, 
though, as Mr. Frothingham says, “No writer 
of any dignity or eminence will take his po- 
sition.” This philosophy, he thinks, is dan­ 
gerous ; for the weak, having no help, will 
conspire. And to avoid such a result Mr. 
Frothingham would have us pat apathy far 
from us and retain our sympathy with all its 
faults.

Solar Spots and Terrestrial Weattaer 
Periods. 
Among the most valuable papers recently 
read before the British Association was one by 
tbe distinguished meteorologist, Mr. Charles 
Meldrum, on tho connected periodicity of 
storms and sun spots. The elaborate and 
cautious observations of Mr. Meldrum entitle 
him to be heard upon this problem, perhaps 
the most important in the wide range of solar 
and terrestrial physios. The object steadily 
kept in view has been to determine whether 
the years of maximum or minimum sun- 
spotedness were correspondingly marked by 
cyclone frequency or deficiency, tho 
time 
taken extending over twenty-six years. The 
result establishes the conviction, before an­ 
nounced to the Association, that there does 
exist a close connection between sun spots 
or solar cyclones and terrestrial cyclones, or 
what Mr. Meldrum says may be called earth 
spots, a connection 
which 
tho 
records 
suggest 
would 
be 
quite 
obvious 
to 
an observer stationed on a neighboring 
planet. 
By 
taking 
tho 
number 
of 
cyclones in each maximum and minimum 
sun-spot year, and in each year on either side 
of them, ho shows that during the maxima 
periods 1848-50 and 1859-61 the number of 
cyclones was sixty-five, whereas in the maxima 
periods 1855-57 and 1866-68 
the 
number 
wos only thirty-four, or about one-half as 
many. In 1856 the observations attest only 
one hurricane, and in 1807, both tniniTna 
years, there was none. 
The caution of the great scientist Arago that 
we must be careful how we generalize facts 
before we have a very considerable number of 
observations at our disposal is certainly 
timely in this vast and splendid investigation. 
It is by no means as yet clearly defined what 
the sun-spot period is. 
Tho solar waves of 
spot waxing and spot waning are not at all 
alike in form or size, so that when one of 
unusual extent occurs it will borrow both in 
crest and trough from the waves on either side 
of it, making tbe period range over fourteen 
years, instead of, as now computed, about 
eleven years. Besides this vital consideration 
and the additional fact that Mr. Meldrum’s 
researches are confined to a narrow geographi­ 
cal area, we must remember that tbe hurricane 
records wore but fragmentary, and are so even 
now, while we ought to demand an immense 
mass of accurate and world-wide observations 
to demonstrate that sun spots are the poten­ 
tial weather rulers. 
There can, on tlft other hand, be no doubt 
that the mysterious phenomena of sun spots 
vary greatly from year to year, and hence that 
the solar heat, as radiated upon the earth and 
exercising magnetic, chemical and other dis­ 
turbing influoncos upon onr atmosphere, 
greatly varies, 
It is well known that when 
the sun U nearest our planet, in December 
and January, there is a very perceptible in­ 
crease in the activity of the earth’s mappetism 
a«conlro8todmtlj what itj3 i^ sümmcí-. We 
know, fioreovcr^ 
tl^ p<SW of summer 
heat in the southern iemispW e 7ver that of 
our hemisphere, as also tho deficiency of 
winter heat in the former (duo to differences 
of solar heat) works very remarkable climatic 
pecu^rities in Australia and South America. 
Nor is Mr. Meldrum alone in his conolnsions, 
based on a widely extended system of inquiry 
and meteorological registers, although wo 
may decline to pronounce his resulte indis- 
putable. But, so far as they go, and so far as 
other observations prove anything, they war­ 
rant the inference that there is a very marked 
and, if it could bo discovorod^ a moat Instruc­ 
tive connection between Mr. Moldrum’s “earth 
spots” or storms and the solar cyclones which 
sweep over tho sun’s burning plains, appar­ 
ently with the same noticeable feotures as we 
observe in our West Indian or any other ter­ 
restrial storms. 8o far has investigation cor­ 
roborated this view that it gives tho amplest 
encouragement for pursuing it still further, 
os, no donbt, it will be pursued, until per­ 
haps, this grand interplanetary law may be­ 
come known to sdence and be otilized in tbe 
many applicationz of it to everyday problems 
of practical life.

A MONOGRAPH OF THE TORY LEADER. 


Salient Features of His Public 
and Private Life.

Numerous electoral defeats which the English 
liberals have been aufferlug leave small doubt th at 
tho conservatives will shortly re-enter Downing 
street, and as this Ume they wUl take office with a 
majority Mr. Disraeli may, probably, count on 
those three years of power—not m erely of place— 
which have been the steady object of hU ambition. 
Hitherto, Indeed, Mr. OUraell has been tbree 
tim es M inuter, b at be has never held power. 
Since the tory party broke op in 1846, after Sir 
Robert Peel’s free-trade seoosslon, conservativo 
stotesm en

and even the ridicule, which m ust always assail 
m en struggling to m aintain a sem blance ot au­ 
thority and yet too weak to carry out their wUU. 
By th e m any-m outhed clamour of liberalism —a 
nolay thing In England as elsew here—conservatism 
was prononnced effete and Mr. Disraeli, Its m ost 
consplcuooa advocate, an advontnrer devoid of 
scruples and convictions. But ju st as the m an who 
strives to keep his footing amid qulckstands offers 
a different picture to the one who feels the 
ground firm under him. so It may prove th at Mr. 
DUraell holding office im der th e dom inance of a 
turbulent opposition and Mr. DUraell governing 
w ith a strong m ajority f t hU back are by no m eans 
the sam e m en. He has him self said, 
•‘OrVE UB THREE YEARS OP POWER 
and England will not regret It.” The elder P itt held 
power fonr years, In hU best known adm inistration, 
and daring th at tim e he contrived to esU blU h b u 
reputaU on as the g re atest of English statesm en 
and to earn those enthusiastic rhapsodies we 
have all read In Mr. Carlyle’s works. W hether 
some future Carlyle will ever be Justlflcd in plac­ 
ing Benjamin Disraeli and Lord Chatham 
on a 
level U a point beyond presen t d ivination; but In 
speculating os to w hat a m ap m ay do It la ialr to 
consider w hat bo has already done, therefore 
thU is the m om ent for recalling another of Mr. 
Disraeli’s sayings, uttered now six and th irty years 
ago, 
“ I HAVE BBOUN MANY TIMES SEVERAL THINGS AND 
HAVE ALWAYS SUCCEEDED AT LAST.’' 
The boast was tru e a t tbe tim e It was spoken, 
and It would be equally so if repeated to-day, for 
Mr. Disraeli’s ascent to em inence bas been efftected 
in spite of obstacles which nothing but the m ost 
stubborn patience and 
unsw erving 
resolution 
conld surm ount—obstacles of birth, race, educa­ 
tion and connections—obstacles of pride and 
prejudice, in short, such as. In an arU tocratlcal 
state, look a t first sight Insuperable. 
WoUey, the 
son of a butcher; Cromwell, the uncouth P u ritan ; 
Canning, who was bom of poor p aren ts in tbe 
middle-class, w ere n o t m ore rem arkable In their 
rUe thon Disraeli, for WoUey w as sen t to oxford 
and then entered the Church, which leads to every­ 
th in g ; Cromwell was favored by w ar and revolu­ 
tion; while Canning, 
thanks 
to 
an 
uncle’s 
generosity, obtained through au Eton education 
the passport to all B ritish honors. 
But Disraeli 
enjoyed none of these advantages. 
The son of 
Isaac Disraeli, who wan descended from a family 
of Spanish Jew s driven by perseention to Venice 
in the fliteenth century and settled lu England 
since 1748, Beujamin Disraeli was born In 1806 In 
a small noose to tbe east ot London. 
His father 
was 
in 
every 
respect a 
b o o k-w orm -a m an 
who had w ritten the ’‘Cariosities and Am enities of 
L iteratu re,” who had speut m ost of his days a t the 
British Museum grubbing up facts for nlstorical 
essays, and '‘In whom ,” says bis son, “even m ar- 
rhige produced no change, for ho rose to en ter the 
cham ber where he lived alone w ith his books and 
a t night his lamp was ever lit w ithin tho same 
w alls.” Young Benjamin, whose m ind took a pre 
coclous development, was early inoculated by the 
paternal exam ple, and, both at school, where ho 
worked little, and in the atto rn ey ’s office, where, 
as an articled pupil, he worked still less, his chief 
predilection was authorship. 
B iographers have 
persistently declared th at a t tbe age of twenty-one 
lie started. In conjunction w ith Mr. M urray, the 
publisbor, a tory paper called the ilepresenaUve, 
which ran five m onths, and some have gone the 
length of describing m inutely the snm ptnons furni­ 
tu re wherew ith Mr. M urray stocked tho editorial 
room, in order th at lords and ladies who called on 
young Mr. Disraeli m ight feel a t home. 
But Mr. 
Disraeli, not very long ago, disclaimed all con­ 
nection 
wltn

There was 
also m him plenty of health, physical and m ental, 
a ready w it and an im pulsive disposition rath er 
Italian than English. 
He loved to talk of m en who 
bad leaped to fame a t one bonnd and set the world 
on fire. 
He cared little for boy’s sp o rts; but he 
liked to see a com rade plant his fist flat in the 
nose of a dull bully, and this rom an tico-combatlve 
n atn te showed itself early In his w ritings, which 
were hot and Im petuons as whiffs of steam . Uis 
father bad the good sense to see th at such a one 
was not fashioned for a law yer’s office. After all, 
the lad had p rin ter’s Ink in his very blood, and for 
bis father to have lectured him on the perils of lit­ 
eratu re would have beeu a stran g e 
thing In- 
deed. 
So Benjam lnwas allowed to follow his own 
inclination, and after scrlbblng, perhaa», & gross 
Of essays and lead ers-w h lq h obtained insertion

Disraeli 
had m uch m ore to gam by rem aining a radical 
th an by tu rn in g conservative, and this he m ust 
have well known. A m an who shoots untiringly 
In the popular cause may be scream ed at and even 
pum m elled at starting, but bis yells bring him 
place and em olum ents In the e n d ; and if, th ere­ 
fore, Disraeli changed bis opinions it probably was 
because a little thought bad convinced him th at 
English radicalism was a hollow thing, ra th e r preju­ 
dicial to liberty tban serviceable to It. 
This be 
declared to O’Connell, in the famous le tte r w here 
he w rote, "We shall m eet again a t PhlUppl,” and 
ho explained to tbe electors of Taunton, w here he 
was canvassing, th at bis conservatism had nothing 
in common w ith tbe autocratical 
theories of 
foreign conservatives; It was m erely the desire to 
conserve English freedom and English P ro testan t­ 
ism as opposed to Popish despotism on the one 
hand and dem ocratlcal anarchy (which also m oans 
despotism) on the other. The radicals asked for the 
abolition of the House of Lords, the suppression 
of the Established Church, and m anhood snlfrage; 
but they forgot tb at if the House of Lords were 
done aw ay w ith its own m embers, belna great 
landowners, would flood the House of Oommons 
and hold 
the suffrage of uneducated country 
electors absolutely In their hands, while tho Es­ 
tablished Church, being no longer present to keep 
back Romish encroachm ents, the Catholic priest- 
hood wnnia idcuiifjr lUeti oauoo with th a t of the 
tones, which would lead to a state of things Identi- 
cal to th at In continental S tates where conserva­ 
tism and Popery ride 
ab reast 
over 
liberals, 
P ro testan ts 
and 
ffee-thinicers 
promiscuously. 
English liberals derided these notions, bccanse It 
U a commun foible am ong Englishmen to look 
upon th eir country as specially dispensed by 
Providence 
frcm tho evils which ailllct other 
States. Ju st as certain progressive young Dutch­ 
m en m ight poke fun a t the dykes which the 
prudence of their forefathers built to av ert the 
floods, so go-ahead Englishmen tnink It know ing 
to knock down one by one all the barriers erected 
in tim es past to guarantee public freedom and 
order. 
Young Mr. Disraeli took the liberty to 
w arn them th.it they 
would 
rep en t of this 
some dav when it was too late, aud he em phat- 
icully repeated th at he bad renounced the Char­ 
tist program m e, not because he had ceaaed to bo 
a 'liberal, but because 
ho 
wlshqd to rem ain 
one. Tho electors Of Taunton relusod to be con­ 
vinced ; but in 1837 those of Maidstone accepted 
Benjamin Disraeli a t his own valuation, and he 
took hla seat In the Bouse aa a conservative be­ 
side Lord George Bcntlnck and behind Sir Robert 
Peel, wbo had not yet snrrendered protection. 
Boon after taking the oaths he delivered his m aid­ 
en speech, which was too elaborately prepared to 
be a good one. 
Hls friends had cautioned him to 
w ait, but, panting to distlngclsh himself, he sprang 
to his legs, and the liberals seized upon this occa­ 
sion of paying off old scores by hooting him to tbe 
echo. Surprised a t first he endeavored to sur­ 
m ount the tum ult by speaking louder, but, per­ 
ceiving th at his opponents were resolved to l*ugh 
and shout him down, he paused and u ttered his 
now well-realized prophecy—"I have begun many 
tim es several things and have always succeeded at 
last. I shall alt down now, but the tim e will come 
w hen you will hear m e.” 
MR. DISRAELI’S MARBIAOE. 
Genius, eloquence, a firm will and m uch Industry 
are fine elem ents of success, but to com plete them 
all a politician should have a good wife, and this 
g reatest of blessings Mr. Disraeli found In 1839 la 
the person of Mrs. Wyndham-Lewls, the widow 
Of his parliam entary colleague for Maidstone. 
Mrs. Lewis was rich, and her fortune enabled her 
husband to contract those valuable social rclatlo u i 
which are bred of pleasant dinners and frequent 
" a t hom es.” 
But, in addition to her fortune, Mrs. 
Lewis brought her husband a dowry of love, wor­ 
ship and devotion such as it Is given to few men 


w asilsfieip m aie, watchful adviser, U M c r and iá- 
defattgable ally. Bhe schemed for him, extolled 
him on all sides and passed her days and nights in 
planning how she m ight m ake him friends and ad­ 
vance bis prospects.

Tbat he is a most accom- 
plUhed and agreeable man In sooial intercourse 
and a very polished, humorous antagonist in de­ 
bate not even hU enemies care to deny, and the 
taak of Judging his reputation will moro properly 
belong to posterity tban to the preseni genera­ 
tion. It should be mentioned that Mr. Disraeli 
Is tbe one member of the House of Commons who 
always sits bareheaded during the debates, and 
fnrlhermore, that he Is In favor of conferring the 
sunfroge on widows and tax-paying spinsters, 
though he has not yet "educated” bis partv up to 
this Idea. In religion be is, of coarse, an Angli­ 
can; but there has always been something very 
bold and generous In his advocacy of Jewish rights. 
He has never shown himself ashamed of the faith 
to which his fathers belonged. On the contrary, 
be bas missed no occasion of extoIUng the glories 
and the oonstancy under Derseoution of tbe Israel- 
Itlsh race, exhibiting In this a bappr contrast to 
certain ennobled but weak-kneed religionists who 
having obtained peerages, have lost no time In 
discarding the unfashionable laltb or Mr. Spurgeon 
and taking up with aristocratlcal rltuallsoL

Pam Edm und Count de Strzeleckl, or, as he 
lately desired to bo called, Sir Edm und Strzeleckl, 
has died a t his residence In SavUle row, London, at 
the age of seventy-seven years.

many others of his countrym en, owing to politi­ 
cal circum stances, be songht an asylum in Eng­ 
land.

knowledge and of bis extensive travels became his 
w arraeat frlendi. He was selected as one of the 
com m issioners for the relief of the IrUh famine m 
i 847-’8, and it was during the last-m entioned year 
that, while dlscliarglng^ hU Outle* M one of the 
cominlflsloners, he was stricken by fever a t Mayo 
He recovered after a snort but sharp attack , and 
assisted to prom ote the em igration of m any Im- 
5«vortshed i£niiies to A ustrall.. The governm ent, 
in consideration of his valuable services during 
t h e ^ l n e . nom inated him In 1848 a Companion 
(Civil) of the Order of the Bath, and inrthor re.

Kingston, Jam ., Oct. 18, 1873. 
The A tlas Company's steam er Atlas left New 
York on the 4tb Inst, w ith slxty-nlne passengers— 
some sold .^ itn u te ro s-io r this port, the w eather 
being lair and all prom ising wolL W nen tbree 
days out, and on this side of H atteras, she experi­ 
enced a severe hurricane, which lasted for tw enty, 
four hours, during six of which tbe wind was at l u 
height, and tbe ship w as tossed about like a cockle 
shell. 
Tbe storm com m enced w ith heavy blowing itom 
th e south, w ith lowering clouds, followed by a 
heavy dow npour of rain. This continued during 
the night, and on the m orning of tbe 7th th e wind 
shifted from southerly to southw esterly. Increas­ 
ing In force, and finally shifting all rcund the com­ 
pass back to tbe southeast aud soutnw eat, w ith a 
heavy swell settin g In ITom tbe southeast. 
A t noon the barom eter fell rapidly. The wind 
blew w ith g reat violence, and at four P. M. the 
barom eter stood a t 28.40 and tho sym plesom eter a t 
28.80. 
A t five In tbe afternoon the wind lolled snddenly, 
leaving a heavy cross sea, showing plainly th at the 
ship w as in the vortex of the cyclone. B ut she 
behaved welU Suddenly the wind shlited again to 
the northw est, blowing a terrible hnrrlcane, which 
m eetiug the heavy sontberly swell filled tbe air 
w ith flying spray, so th at it'w as impossible to see 
half a ship's length from th e vessel. The heavy 
cross seas compcUod h er to lay to, but n o t before a 
heavy sea had boarded her over the bows, carrying 
away all the goods and m aterial there w as on 


The vessel was k ep t to the southeast, and flnaUy 
got out of danger. 
GURAT ALARM ON BOARD. 
The passengers num bered In all slxty-nlno, and 
they were In the utm ost consternatlou during the 
terrible two days we have described. From all they 
had read m tbe New York papers of the unsca- 
w orthiness of the Atlas they ielt th a t she was 
least calculated to w ithstand a danger snch as 
th at w ith which she was m enaced, and they ex­ 
pected every m om ent to be launched into eter­ 
nity. Even tbe captain, a t one m om ent, finding 
the ship quite beyond control began to give way 
to the w orst fears, which he luund It hard to 
conceal, and the passengers were driven to u tte r 
despair. 
■AT PORT ROYAL. 
The d anger of tbe first two days being over, all 
w ent well tiU, on arriving a t Port Royal, y ester­ 
day afternoon, her m achinery broke down an d the 
vessel had to lay to. This was observed from 
K ingston, and. falling to account lor the clrcum-

At the breaking out of the Cuban revolution tb e 
brothers (juesada—the snbjact of this sketch and 
bis brother M an u el-leit 
Mexico and a t onoe 
placed their sworUa a t the service of their nativo 
Cuba. 
Rafael Qnesada has successfully disem barked no 
less than three expeditious on the coasts of Cuba, 
w ith m en, arm s aud aminuDlttou lor the patriots— 
tw o in the steam er Virgluius; one of these known 
08 the Venezuela expedlilou. The first was from 
Nassau, N. P.. by the Salvador. It landed n ear 
Qualmaro on the 14th of May, 1869. The second sailed 
from P uerto Cabello aud landed near Santiago de 
Cuba on the 20th of July, 1871. This expedition 
was boldly disem barked In presence of a Spanish 
man-of-war, which Innocently lay b u t a few hun­ 
dred yards from tbe Cuban cruiser. After disem ­ 
barking tho m en aud m aterial 01 w ar (juesada had 
to m arch nearly 300 mlies through the alm ost un­ 
broken forests ol Cuba, the narrow roads and 
possea cf wuich were occupied by 6,000 Spanish 
troops In columns of dlilercnt strength.

The following sketch of the Cuban passengers on 
board the Atlas, who wont out to Join the Vlrglniua 
expedition, will be read w ith Interest a t the 
presen t m om ent. About lOO m en w ent out by the 
Atlas on this and her last trip. The m ost prom inent 
w e r e J u a n Aguerro, formerly a w ealthy planter, 
aged suty-flve, who took p a rt in the 1861 Ooba revo­ 
lution. The p resen t revolution, which commenced 
on October 10, 1808, was Impelled by Aguerro and 
Luis Flguerero (now tho well know n general of 
th a t nam e), taking the com m and of 200 m en and 
telling cespedes th a t U he would not give orders 
to strike tho first blow a t tbe bated Spaniards they 
wonld. Tbe rising atY o ra was the resu lt ol tills 
determ ination. 
COLONEL JOSB JESUS DEL SOL 
isao o u i lu iiij-o c rc u /e a rs of age, uua oas the 
courage of a lion. He has harassed tho Spaniards 
nearer H avana than any other leader. 
Ho la a 
naU ve of Cienluegos, and has fought lor four years 
In the revolution, and has frequently had hand-to- 
hand enconnters with tbe Spaniards. 
He was con­ 
sidered by the Cubans, white living In their monn- 
taln fastnesses, to bo a perfect Seneca. He leaves 
behind him here three sons and tw o daughters, 
who are being looked after by the Cuban Episcopal 
m inister. Rev. Mr. Palma, of Twenty-second stre e t; 
Mme. Munoz, Leandro and A ndrew Rodrlgnea and 
o ther frlend.s of free Cuba. 
When the w ar com­ 
m enced be burned his plantation, w orth about 
$60,000. He is bitterly bated and feared by the 
Spaniards. 
GENERAL BERNABE VARONA. 
This Cuban p atrio t is an intim ate friend of Gen­ 
eral Quesada, is twenty-eight years of age and a 
native of P uerto Principe, waa educated In the 
United s w te s ; leaves a m other and sister h ere; 
has command in Camagnay and in o ther districts, 
and 18 considered a fearless and bold ofiScer. 
UKOTENANT COLONEL ENRIQUE CASTELLANO, 
a naUve of Gulnez, in Cuba, w ent out In the P crit 
with General Jonrdan, has longht under General 
Flguerero In Bayaino, Holguin, Porto Principe, 
Remedios, Santo Espirita, Trinidad, and took a 
very prom inent p art In the b attle of Las Tuñas. 
He has also lought under tbe command of Jesus 
del 801 in the Colon dUtrict. 
Two other natives of Gulnez are Ricardo and 
Indulela Trújalo, who recently kept a re sta u ran t 
in Pine street, New York. They have made to­ 
gether several unsuccessiul attem p ts to land in 
Cuba, having been out lu the steam ers Lilian, Hor­ 
net, Galvanic, Funny, and In three sallm g ships. 
Captain Gratz Drown, an American, of Philadel­ 
phia, who, a t the desire of the Cuban Ju n ta aud 
partlculutly the late Mr. Mayorga, hoaxed the 
Spanish Consul and General Craig and Sydney 
tvebstor by pretending to be a spy on the move­ 
m ents of the Cuban patriots. lie boasts of having 
been sent to Philadelphia lu "secret service for the 
Spanish governm ent” and m aking several hun­ 
dred dollars.

General Ryan’s history in connection w ith the 
Cuban struggle is so well known th at It needs but 
little com m ent, save th at to say he la credited, as 
a last exploit, with having originated a bogus dos- 
paicli a t W ashington a couple of m onths ago, 
calling all Cuban officers now in the United States, 
back to the "Gem of tbe A ntilles,” not exem pting 
the Vice President of the RepubUc, Mr. Agudera, 
now residing In New York. 
Colonel Boltel, a native of Remedios, is an ex ­ 
perienced officer and bus done good service against 
the Spaniards. 
SANTA ROSA. 
This veteran of sixty years, an Am erican citizen 
now, recently working at No. loo Maiden laue, has 
been perpetually engaged In revolutions against 
the Spaniards In Cuba. He helped to capture the 
Havana m all steam er Comanditarlo. 
He only 
left tbe prUon a t Havana about three m onths ago. 
Half bis life bus been spent In Cnban prisons, and 
he regularly claims Unelo Sam’s pruieciluu and In- 
terveution.

That Japan, 
having settled her relations with China on a satia- 
Jactory and amicable footing, does intend, by and 
By, to chastise Corea, If she can, for her insulting 
behavior of last year, is most su re ; but she proposes 
to abide her own good time.

pose eome time next summer. 


Y am aratchl will probably*take his place of Min­ 
iste r of Finance. It he does we may hope to ob­ 
tain in a short time a reliable account of Treasury 
m atters. The publication of Inoye’s statem ent 
bas had a bad effect upon the finances generally, 
aud ukum a’s denial bas not improved th at condi­ 
tion. Speaking of Inoye, a local paper haa thought 
fit to publish the following paragraph, which was 
translated from a Japanese paper.

same m various public newspapers Therefore, you are 
condemned to serve in the chain gangs wltli common 
coolies tor forty daya snd alter that to be conflncd a» a 
prlMner in your own house for other forty daya .Never- 
tbeleas. on account of your rank you are permitted to 
commute the sentence of the Court by paying a fine of 
tXire€ not. 
The Idea of a nobleman who has occupied the 
position of Minister of fiuance “ tobe condemned 
to serve in the chain-gangs with common coolies 
for forty days” or “to pay a fine of three rlos 
(dollars)” la. to say the least, about as absurd as 
ever leroed itseif npou the im aglnatiou ot the m ost 
laventlve paragraphist th at ever wrote. 
THE DtrXE OF GENEVA, 
nephew of the King of Italy, arrived here In the

The strike o fthecigarm akers employed at Messrs. 
Mora’s m anufactory, at No. 182 W ater street, com- 
m enceato-day, and fifty-one workmen and fourteen 
apprentices will be throw n out of work. A special 
m eeting of “La P rotectora” Cigar M akers’ Union 
was held yesterday m orning at Military Hall, Bow­ 
ery, to take tbe m atter Into consideration, and, 
after deliberation, It was unanimously agreed th at 
no concessions should be made to the employers, 
in view of the fact that the average wages of 
skilled workmen are from |20 to |25 a week. 
The society In question, which Is composed of 
Spanish speaking workingm en, wUh the exception 
of some thirty Am ericans and Englishm en, num ­ 
bers over 600 m em bers; and although It was 
founded as recently as November, 1872, shortly 
after the one day’s strike on the 15th of October, 
1872, possesses funds to tbe am ount of $5,000. 
One 
of tbe curious featnres of the Union is tbe good 
feeling existing betw een tbe Spaniards and Ca­ 
bans, and to prevent any chance of qnarrelling the 
discnssion of politics at all m eetings is strictly for­ 
bidden.

During the strike it was agreed th at the m em ­ 
bers of “La Protectora” out of em ploym ent should 
have the permission of w orking where they liked, 
but not at lower prices than those appointed by 
other cigar m akers’ unions, and the President ex 
pressed the conviction th at no o ther m en would 
go to Mora’s and work a t tbe reduced rates pro­ 
posed by them, which would have the effect of uuili 
fyl ng the effect of the strike. 
On m ouon it was agreed th at all members who 
are in arrears with their dues shall, if their conduct 
be gooil, still be entitled to the privilege of mem 
bersnip. During tlie strike all members of tbe Union 
who are at work snail subscribe ten p er cent of 
their wages.
